WILL GRADUATE IN MAY 

Philadelphia, Dec. 20 —Looking for¬ 
ward to a career in the U. S. Marine 
Corps, Lieutenant Monfurd K. Pey¬ 
ton, of Cannel City, Ky., is a student 
at the Basic School here, where all 
young officers of the Corps receive 
their final training before being as¬ 
signed to active duties on either land 
or. sea. 

Born in Cannel City in 1912, Lieu¬ 
tenant Peyton attended Asbury Col¬ 
lege in Wilmore, and later served 
for more than four years as an en¬ 
listed man of the Marine Corps. The 
law provides for the promotion of 
enlisted men who have the proper 
qualifications for commissioned rank, 
and he was selected for advancement 
to the higher grades on his own mer¬ 
its. 

This young lieutenant will be given 
a regular Marine Corps assignment 
upon the completion of his studies 
here next May.

This should not, however, be taken 
to mean that Kentucky may not ex¬ 
perience an outbreak above the nor¬ 
mal incidence. December and January 
are usually the months in which tu¬ 
laremia, or “rabbit fever,” attains 
its highest prevalence. It is, therefore, 
important that all persons handling 
rabbits, either in sport or for the 
market or in preparation of the car¬ 
casses for food in the home—hunters, 
housewives, marketmen and cooks— 
should “Observe every precaution 
against infection. 

Tularemia has been recognized in 
rabbits, ground squirrels and other 
small rodents for many years. Wild 
rabbits, however, are the principal 
animals affected in Kentucky and 
constitute the chief source of the di¬ 
sease in man. Domestic rabbits, rais¬ 
ed in rabbitries, are not a source of 
danger. The disease in wild rabbits 
is caused by a small germ, introduc¬ 
ed into the rabbit’s body by the bite 
of a rabbit tick, wood tick and cer¬ 
tain species of fly. After introduction, 
the germs enter into the blood 
stream, multiply rapidly and are car¬ 
ried to every part of the animal’s 
body, invading, particularly, the liv¬ 
er and the spleen. In these organs the 
germs produce decay of the tissue 
cells, causing innumerable scars to 
form which appear as white spots 
varying in size from that of a pin 
point to that of a pin head. These 
spots, if carefully watched for, may 
be seen on these organs. 

Tularemia is spread from animal 
to animal through the bite of ticks 
and certain species of fly. From rab¬ 
bit to the man, the disease is trans¬ 
mitted through the handling of an 
infected carcass, by eating poorly 
cooked infected rabbit meat or by the 
bite of one of the infected insects. 
Most of the cases of this disease in 
man, however, are contracted through 
skinning and cleaning wild rabbits. 
The germ enters the human body 
through a cut or sore on the hands, 


discharge pus for several weeks. This 
condition is ordinarily accompanied 
by fever and is usually very debilit¬ 
ating. confining the patient to bed for 
several weeks or months. This is 
the most common type of the disease. 
There is, however, another form of 
the disease usually referred to as the

For 
this reason, the disease is sometimes 
mistaken for real typhoid fever, 
Always wear rubber gloves when 
dressing rabbits. 

Never handle a wild rabbit which 
has been found dead or which has 
been brought in by a dog or cat. 

m^ bits should always be shot on 
the run. Those which are sluggish or 
can be walked upon and caught sit¬ 
ting, are likely to be infected with 
tularemia. 

If the internal organs of a rabbit 
are studded with small white spots, 
throw the carcass away. The condi¬ 
tion may be tularemia. 

Cook rabbits thoroughly, so that 
no red meat or red blood remains. 
Thorough cooking of the meat de¬ 
stroys the germs. 

Tularemia requires prompt medical j 
treatment. The family physician 
should be promptly called in all 
cases which develop symptoms sug¬ 
gesting “rabbit fever.” Take no 
chances. There is no known preven¬ 
tive and no known cure. The only 
safety lies in avoiding infection. Once 
contracted, the disease must run its 
course. This usually covers two or 
three months. Occasionally, com¬ 
plete recovery does not take place 
for six months or a year. One attack 
confers immunity. 

The doctor’s diagnosis may be con¬ 
firmed by blood tests, for which the
